‘they hadn't saved for a ‘rainy day. Hun-

plead for help, for “relief” from hunger— 
‘the club in the hand of a cop. 


And so, across the nation on March 6, 
1930, the unemployed demonstrated—for 
unemployment insurance, for the seven-

It is good to remember al] that, and 
more, today—today when, inthe midst 
of the same kind of “prosperity” America 
enjoyed after the first World War, there 
are—according to even the most con- 
‘servative of official admissions—already 
4,500,000 unemployed.

No, relief and unemployment insur- 
ance were not given—they were won. 
They had to be fought for, on picket 
lines, “in sit-in strikes at reliéf bureaus, 
on Hunger Marches to city halls, state 
capitals and Washington. The unem- 
ployed were reviled, clubbed, jailed. 
The Communist was branded a “Mos- 
cow agent,” the non-Communist a 
“Red.” Negro and white, foreign and 
native-born were pitted one against the 
other.

Who Were the 
Unemployed’s Leaders? 


Who led those million and a quarter 
Americans on March 6, 1930, when, be- 
cause their employers and government 
had denied them even bread, they had 
to demonstrate in the streets to win it? 

The Communists led them. That's 
the answer. Not that all were Commu- 
nists who marched. But they and the 
subsequent millions who passed through 
the ranks<of the organized unemployed 
movement during the next decade knew 
—and the knowledge did not frighten 
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them—that among their. leaders Com- 
munists stood foremost. 

Where, then, is the myth of Commu- 
nist “conspiracy,” the shabby legend of 
a “tiny band of plotters” working to de- 
stroy? Are relief, works programs, job- 
less aid recognized as essential and 
worthwhile today? 

Well, then, who led the fight for them 
on March 6, 1930, and down the*years? 

Communists like William Z. Foster, 
who led 110,000 jobless New Yorkers in 
a Union Square demonstration on March 
6, 1930? Or the Democratic Mayor 
James J.. Walker, who massed 25,000 
cops, turned the fire hose on the hungry, 
clubbed hundreds of: peaceful citizens 
into hospital beds? 3 

Who spoke and acted for the best 
interests of the nation on March 6, 1930? 
The Communists, who led 10,000 in 
Washington, or Hoover's Republican po- 
lice, who tear-gassed the jobless? 

In Detroit; today, 89,000 Chrysler 
workers are striking against a company 
refusing to yield on wage and pension 
demands. Among those strikers are 
surely veterans of that demonstration 
20 years ago, when 50,000 jobless auto 
workers demanded unemployment in- 
surance and relief. Today,’ again, all 
signs point to new, swc-ping layoffs in 
the auto empires. 

Call the roll of the .big towns, the 
industrial centers of America. Chicago, 


Cleveland, Boston, Winston-Salem. .. . 
They turned out on March 6, 1930, to 
fight for the right,to live, for the right 
to work, to wrest something from the 
grasping hand of capitalism. 

Join with -Communists, and know- 
ingly? Sure'they did. And didn't the 
newspapers and the politicians tell them, 
if they didn’t know?. Headlines shrieked 
“Moscow Plot”. from coast to coast, be- 
cause starving, jobless American work- 
ers dared to demand relief. Communist 
leaders like Foster, Israel Amter, Robert 
Minor were framed for “conspiracy” and 
sent to the penitentiary for leading New 
York's jobless 20 years. ago. 


Again the Demand 
Grows for Food and Jobs 


In 1930, they sent Communists to jail 
for joining with non-Communists in the 
fight for bread and work.

: Rouge workers as always will 
pay tribute to four workers who 
gave their lives back in\March 7, 
1982, leading a march to the Ford 
gates demanoding jobs. That was a 
year deep in the belly of the depression, 
with speedup and layoffs everywhere 
in auto, oe 

1950 is crucial year for Ford workers. 
The company has ‘announced. that the 
working force at Rouge will drop trom 
the present 67,000 to 35,000 by mid- 


summer. 

Nine thousand ‘jobs will be taken to 
Buffalo, N. Y. Several thousand jobs 
will go to Monroe, Mich. In Cleve- 
land and 
being broken for new Ford plants that 
will handle motors, transmissions and 
foundry work. 

Out of five thousand tool and die 
makers formerly employed at Ford 
only 2,000 remain. The company is 
farming out work to ‘non-union shops 
and continuing to lay off men with I5 
years seniority. 

With the runaway shop program 
goes a murderous “speedup campaign. 

The company's total production in 
1949 (considered their best year since 
1929) was 1,070,000 vehicles. In: 1950 
they are driving for one million vehicles 
by the end of June, 1950. That's the 
date for moving out thousands of jobs. 

Henry Ford II announced in January 
that by June, 1950 some nine thousand 
press steel jobs would be transferred 
to Buffalo. He made no mention of 
what visions, if any, the company 
plans foe the future security and jobs 
of the workers who can't leave this area. 

Huge banks of stock and cars are 
being built up by the company in prep- 
aration for the mass migration of ma- 
chinery this summer.

Meanwhile as the election of local 
union officers draw near (March 20), 
120 rank and file workers in Press Steel 
Bld, have called on all groups within 
the union to make “Save-Our-Jobs” the 
unifying issue in the election. campaign. 

Ford's hatred for the union has not 
changed since 1932 when the auto 
workers union led workers fighting for 
jobs. What it sought to do then by 
gun and clubs, it again seeks to do 
today—to weaken and destroy the union 
by the runaway shop.

The Need for Land Is Urgent 
By Eugene Feldman : 


COME ALONG with this reporter on a trip to Ala- 
bame’s Black Belt and visit with Samuel Johnson, a Negro 


tenant-farmer. Mr. Johnson does not own his land but rents 
it and pays half of,his crop to the landlord as rent, He is one of the 
thousands of Alabama farmers who do. not own their own farms. 
About 76 pér cent of all farms in the state are in the hands of the 
landlords and mortgage owners, 

We can see the two little gine girls, six and eight, playing 
near their two-room, unpainted house. Their four-year-old brother 
is with them and they are having a fine time with a dog. Will these 
children be able to better their lot and buy their ownfarm? The 
answer is’ no, 

An Alabama state committee investigating tenant-farmer condi- 
tions reported that the children of sharecroppers have little chance 
of owning theh own farms. It said, “.. . it “ been demonstrated 
that on the whole, second generation tenants actually seem to have 
less prospects for advancement.” | 


Some might ask, “Why doesn’t Mr. Johnson save his money and 
buy land?” The answer is that he has no money to save. Share- 
croppers:see' only a couple hundred dollars a year:and some don't 
even see that much. Even if he could save money for some land, 
prices for farms are high. A U. S. Department of Agriculture report 
Says prices on farm lands in Alabama and North Carolina have : 
gone up by 50 per cent in the last 30 years. t 

BECAUSE the Johnsons are not able to own their own ; 

they must be near-slaves to some large landlord. They must 
house that has no running water.

But. Mr. Johnson and his family are not an exceptional case. 
Thousands of Negro farmers—as well as whites—are robbed and 
_ cheated out of land. Im Alabama there are 67,230 N farmers, _ 
About 60,000 live just like Mr. Johnson. They ‘work hard from early — 
morning to late at night. ‘They make many products and really pro- 
duce a great deal—these are hardworking people. But most of the 
fruit of their toil, must pay the huge rents set by. the landlords and 
the high- interest rates the banks require. 

White landlords consider it their right..to cheat Negro farmers - 
out of any land they might own. Right now in Montgomery county 
an Negro farmer who has 20 acres of good: cotton land is 
‘being cheated out of his farm. Some whites, coming to him as his 
“friends”, said they would help him make out his will so his farm 
would pass to his son. The white landowners made out the will, so 
the land would pass to themselves if the old Negro farmer died. 
At this very moment the Negro farmer is in’a legal mess trying to 
get the courts to recognize his rightful ownership to his land. 

IN ONE OF THE -RICHEST cotton areas in the world, the 
Yazoo-Mississippi Delta, hardly one Negro owns his land. About 
91 percent of this land is in tenant units. Nearly all of these tenants 
are N . Here Negroes have no land, no schools, no vote, no 
Sciale anil barely make enough to keep their bodies alive. _
